Bob Quarnstrom has worked for three market 
owners in 30 years. 


For Bob Quarnstrom, Thursday, Feb. 20, was 
more than a red-letter day. It was his .10th anniver¬ 
sary...at Howie’s Ranch Market. 

Kathy and Jim Picano are the third owners Bob 
has worked with after Duncan Howie bought the 
business from the Roberts family in 1976. And when 
he decided to retire in 1988, he sold the business to 
Jim and Kathy Picano on Dec. 1. So Bob has worked 
during three ownerships, having begun as a box boy 
when he was hired by Dean Damon, he remembered. 
Bob has moved up from clerk, assistant manager, 
store manager and now his title is store director, he 
grinned. 

Quarnstrom takes the same pride in the store that 
he has exhibited throughout 30 years: “Here I am, 
happy, proud of the store as ever. We’re just getting 
stronger....

School. 

“1 was in the first graduating class of the new

Nestled among the quaint shops of Sierra Madre 
is a hidden community of small high-technology busi¬ 
nesses run by scientists, engineers and inventors. Their 
businesses are invisible unless you need to stop on your 
way home from work to pick up a PC board, neuro¬ 
network software or an air particle analyzer. 

“Sierra Madre doesn’t know we exist,” said 
William Chiang, founder of California Measurements 
Inc. Unlike the beauty shops, boutiques and dry clean¬ 
ers, his is not a walk-in business. 

California Measurements manufactures a scientific 
instrument for air particle analysis, a device that counts, 
weighs, sorts and collects fine particulates from the air. 
The particle analyzer uses a hi-tech sensor that was 
originally developed at Jet Propulsion Laboratory for 
NASA. Chiang left JPL, where he was a spacecraft 
systems engineer, more than 15 years ago, and obtained 
a license from Caltech/JPL to use the sensor in his 
particle analyzers and distribute them commercially. 

Researchers worldwide use the particle analyzer 
for many diverse applications such as air pollution 
monitoring and contamination control in manufac¬ 
turing semiconductor chips. One version mounts on 
airplanes to track particles in the atmosphere after 
volcanic eruptions, such as Mt. St. Helens. The Navy 
uses another version in nuclear submarines. Museums 
use the particle analyzer, a portable unit about the 
size of a breadbox, to study air pollution effects on 
ancient art at remote sites. 

It is in the medical field where the latest break¬ 
throughs have been made using the particle analyzer. 
With concern over contracting AIDS during surgical 
procedures rising, the analyzer was used to determine 
if inhalable-size blood particles were dispelled during 


orthopaedic surgery. 

In his study. Don L. Jewett, MD, Department of 
Orthopaedics Surgery, Medical Center ol the University 
of C’alifornia at San Francisco, needed an instrument 
that could do three things: measure small particles in 
the respirable range from 10 microns to 0.07 microns; 
give mass concentration, or weight ot the particles, not 
just a count of how many; and trap particle samples 
for further study. Only this analyzer fulfilled all three 
criteria. It became the primary research tool used by 
the U.C. San Francisco team. 

The study showed that a significant amount of 
blood particles were indeed dispersed in the air along 
the entire respirable range during surgical procedures. 
Operating room personnel are in danger of inhaling 
these particles as ordinary surgical masks do not pro¬ 
vide adequate protection. 

In a similar dental operation study, Robert L. 
Miller, DDS in Arizona, also found that conventional 
particle samplers weren’t capable of capturing the 
tiny submicron blood plasma particles, and that large 
amounts of these particles pas.sed through earlier 
instruments without detection. 

In a letter to Chiang, Miller stated, “Without 
your instrument, my work would have been abandoned, 
and, again, dental blood aerosols (the liquid droplets 
and minute particles deposited in the air) would have 
gone undetected.” 

Miller further states that Chiang’s particle analyzer 
“will be required” in future studies. Researchers are 
not equipped at this point to safely study the AIDS 
virus as it is carried by blood particles in the air. Miller 
goes on to sav the the use of Chianc’s analvzer in this 
tuture study "May become one of the most significant 
life-saving ‘spin-offs’ of NASA technology.”

City Council should

There has been a change 
in attitude in my house¬ 
hold since the City Conn¬ 


ed meetii^ of Feb. 11. The 
majority of the council 
and nearly half of the 
households in town have 
lost my support in the 
matter of water conserva¬ 
tion. I suspect there are 
a few others who share 
my new attitude. 

My household is one of 
those which has made a 
consistent monthly effort 
to conserve water. Our 
goal has been to reduce 
our consumption by as 
much as possible, not just 
20 percent. We achieved 
an overall reduction of 36 
percent for the past year. 
The previous year we re¬ 
duced our consumption 
by the requested 10 per¬ 
cent. I read our water 
meter this morning. Our 
allocation for the billing 
cycle which just closed 
was 1920 cubic feet. As 
of this morning our use 
is 1300 cubic feet so we

I picked today, be¬ 
cause, being a 100-proof curmudgeon, I chose 
your real birthday instead of an artificial date 
preferred by many as a way of forgetting you and 
furthering their own pleasures. Your birthday 
has been changed so that millions may have a 
long holiday and get paid for doing nothing. Rela¬ 
tively few will remember your trials, your hard¬ 
ships or the words of wisdom so vital to 
the new nation. 

Forgetting the lessons of the past is danger¬ 
ous in the extreme. History is filled with examples, 
but when arrogance and ignorance in high places 
are combined with irresponsibility, it is easy to 
forget the eternal verities. You and your com¬ 
patriots founded a new nation in a manner un¬ 


known and with precepts unmatched in human 
history, but we are throwing it all away. We are 
trying to police the world, but not ourselves.

Voltaire, in once 
describing a certain person, said, “He was a man 
of distinguished manners, and profound ignorance.”

Carrot Top revisited...

t-irst oj a series. 

“Oh sweet mysteries of life where for art 
thou,” and after some 48 years as Editor-Pub¬ 
lisher of newspapers it is my feeling that 75 per¬ 
cent of all mysteries are found in the day-to-day 
life of an editor, if not, then in the combination 
of the two:Editor-Publisher. In the smaller 
newspapers they are one and the same but in the 
larger publications they may have several editors 
of various departments but only one publisher. 

The reasons for these articles is to apprise 
the reader of some of the facets of publishing 
your newspaper, with some history thrown in 
to bring the Sierra Madre News up to the year 
1980. This was the time when the process of 
printing the newspaper was called “letterpress.” 
Today, your newspaper is printed “offset,” a 
process that I know absolutely nothing about 
and it is hoped that your present Editor and 
Publisher, Jan Reed, will follow this series with 
a series on offset printing and how the process 
works today. 

It was back in November of 1442 that Jo¬ 


hann Gutenberg supposedly invented movable 
type and it was during this period of time that 
he printed a 10-line Bible. Later on, before 
1455, he printed another Bible at 14 lines. The 
place of operation was Strassberg, France. In 
1455 he borrowed 2026 guilders from Johann 
Fust, who had to foreclose on him and take 
over his materials and the Bibles. Both Guten¬ 
berg and Fust were goldsmiths by trade. 

The art of printing is an entirely different 
story and, as we learned, was done by the Chinese 
as early as 500 B.C., but Japanese take credit for 
it some years earlier. 

Movable type and that which Gutenberg in¬ 
vented was individual letters. We do not know 
the type size of the letters, but type runs from 
5'/2 point, which is used for legal work, up to 
10-line, which is large advertising type. News¬ 
papers are generally set in IVi point or 8 point 
which has been proven the easier to read. Ad¬ 
vertising is generally set in 14 point and 24 point, 
with 12-28 point as well as 36-42 point for vari¬ 
ation and display. 


Out and About

Public service time. Since Jeff Dahmer was 
found to be sane and will spend the rest of his life 
in prison, a number of friends have asked me 
what’s going on. It goes something like this: 
“. ..if Dahmer isn’t crazy...who is?” 

Before I deal with that, let’s look at another 
recent display of human depravity...the movie, 
“Silence of the Lambs,” which was supposedly 
based on actual events. Do you think that Han¬ 
nibal the Cannibal was crazy? Or, put another 
way, if he stood trial as Dahmer did, would he be 
declared sane? He surely would, and here’s why. 

Without getting into the history of how these 
came about, there are, historically, three views 
of the insanity defense (it might prove helpful 
here to say that the insanity defense is used in 
about one out of every 400 homicide cases that 
come to trial). There is the “M’Naghten Rule,” 
the “Durham Test” and the “American Law In¬ 
stitute Rule.” 

The details of these various rules makes one 
hope for sleep, so let’s cut to the meat of it. The 
M’Naghten Rule is most widely used in the U.S. 
Basically, it states: 

“...it must be clearly proved that, at 
the time of the committing of the act, 
the party accused was laboring under 
such a defect of reason, from disease 
of the mind, as not to know the nature 
and quality of the act he was doing; or, 
if he did know it, that he did not know 
he was doing what was wrong.” 


The Durham Rule was an attempt to broaden 
the narrow definitions of M’Naghten. Basically, 
it was an experiment that lasted for 18 years (1954 
to 1972), and suggested that if one suffered from 
a “mental disease” one could be judged insane. 
It didn’t work out and caused abject frustration 
in most courtrooms. New Hampshire is the only 
state which still uses Durham (not the tobacco). 

The ALI Rule simply narrowed M’Naghten 
and became much more specific than Durham. 
So now, the way to evaluate the Dahmers and 
Hannibals is: 

“...not responsible for criminal con¬ 
duct is. as a result of mental disease or 
defect, he lacks substantial capacity 
either to know the wrongfulness of his 
conduct or to conform to law...(and) 
...that the abnormality shown by re¬ 
peated criminal or antisocial behavior 
is not included in the teims ‘mental 
disease or defect.’” 

Both Dahmer and Hannibal knew what they 
were doing was wrong, in fact, they were quite 
devious-and cunning in manipulating people and 
circumstances to avoid detection. They functioned 
quite well in conducting “normal,” everyday 
activities...you wouldn’t know anything was 
wrong with them. They were, basically, anti¬ 
social people with some pretty serious personality 
disorders. They were criminals in every sense 
of the word, and they, as well as others like them, 
should stand trial as such.

A possible disaster was averted when a Good 
Samaritan saw a house fire in his neighborhood, 
wakened the sleeping tenants and helped them get 
their valuables out before the structure was engulfed 
in a fully involved fire. 

Jim Spillers, a self-employed plumber in Arcadia, 
was returning home at about 9:30 a.m. Friday, Feb. 21, 
when he saw smoke puffing out of attic vents in a 
structure at 211 Colorado in Monrovia. He lives two 
blocks north of this area. 

He pulled his car over, found the people in the 
front house awake but unaware of any problem (the 
back was a connected triplex). He went down the hall¬ 
way to the triplex and began knocking on all doors. 
When he heard no activity, Spillers began opening 
doors and found two men in the first unit, asleep; 
two women in the next unit, also asleep, and one of 
the units was vacant. 

By this time the police and fire Departments had 
arrived and Spillers assisted the police in getting the 


victims’ valuables out, one of which was a bird. 

The Monrovia Fire and Police Department went 
all through the apartments once more and by then 
“it was getting pretty smoky,” Spillers reported. 

The fire ultimately became a fully involved struc¬ 
ture fire with the attic and part of the roof engulfed, 
Spillers said. The Red Cross arrived and found places 
for the victims to stay that night. 

How did Spillers feel about it all? “For an hour 
I just sat there in an adreneline rush. I remember im¬ 
mediately afterwards of thinking ‘What am I doing? 
This isn’t even my house.’ What 1 did was pretty 
stupid.” 

The News assured him that it was not stupid, but, 
in fact, very brave. 

The two men were the most grateful, Soillers 
reported. They and the fire inspector thanked him 
for his work. The two women, who were probably 
in shock, drove away.

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Letters from home 




So you say some of your friends have a hard 
time believing there are really people like those I 
write letters about. Well, 1 must admit there is 
a bit of imagination in some of the letters - but 
some are totally true, with names changed to 
protect the innocent and prevent trouble. And 
they all reflect experiences in Nebraska, Iowa 
and Washington D.C. 

The “home” in some instances is just that, 
in Southern Iowa, on the Missouri border, which 
the local historian and college history professor 
relates was known in early days as “The Hairy 
Nation” to folks coming through the area. The 
title came from the coon skin caps and beards 
which adorned most of the early settlers. This 
was also the site of the Honey War. So this 
letter concerns the alleged true story of the 
boundary dispute between Iowa and Missouri. 
That boundary was settled finally by the Supreme 
Court. 

However, in the days of the dispute the 
governors of the two states once called out the 
militia men were seemingly of more friendly 
disposition, and apparently partied with the 
benefit of spirited beverages supplied by un-

known persons when they made contact. An 
anonymous itinerant journalist for a Northern 
Missouri paper penned a little poem which 
began with the words: 

“Three bee trees stand about the line ' 
between our state and Lucas.” 

Lucas was the Iowa governor - thus giving 
the title “Honey War” to the confrontation 
which actually wound up as good fellowship 
rather than harsh conflict. 

I do not promote drinking of alcohol, but 
would submit that in this instance, it seems a 
preferable alternative to bloodshed. 

Incidentally, during the dispute there was 
some waggishness, and some rather illogical 
argument. One person suggested, for instance, 
that of Iowa would give the southern tier of 
counties to Missouri, it would increase the I.Q. 
of both states by 10 percent. 

And a woman was quoted as saying it really 
didn’t make much difference to her whether 
she was placed in Missouri or Iowa, but she 
did know that “You could always grow a good 
crop of wheat in Missouri, thus tipping the 
scale a bit toward that state.

Lorayne Russman, who has lived in Sierra Madre 
for a year and a half, has initiated an Arbor Day Pro¬ 
ject for Sierra Madre Elementary School and Gooden 
School, both located in Sierra Madre, to help Sierra 
Madre to become designated as a tree city on the 
national level. Tree City USA. In order to do that, she 
says, we must observe Arbor Day with a proclamation, 
California observance of Arbor Day is on Saturday, 
Mar. 7, with National Arbor Day being Apr. 24. 

Russman explains that the 800 students from 
Sierra Madre Elementary School and Gooden School 
will be given a tree each to take home, a tree to care 
for.

Mountjoy introduces 
fraud prevention bill 


Assemblyman Richard 
Mountjoy announced 
the introduction of AB 
3704, The Workers’ Com¬ 
pensation Fraud Preven¬ 
tion Act of 1992. 

“Workers’ Compen¬ 
sation law is out of con¬ 
trol. Fraudulent claims 
are skyrocketing. Costs 
are spiraling. Businesses 
are fleeing the state. These 
costs and fraudulent claims 
have put California bus¬ 
inessmen on the verge of 
bankruptcy,’’ said Mount¬ 
joy. 

In Southern California, 
there has been an explo¬ 
sion of job stress claims. 

One manager of a com¬ 
pany with 8000 employees 
told Mountjoy his com¬ 
pany spent more than 
$900,000 last year defend¬ 
ing fraudulent claims. 
Fifty-five employees ter¬ 
minated for cause filed 
stress claims, some quite 
likely for what the em¬ 
ployer believes are “phony 
medical claims.’’ Each 
•claim, with or without 
merit, cost that business 
approximately $10,000. 
Another company reports 
24 of its 27 pending Work¬ 
ers’ Compensation claims 
are for work-related stress, 
each Tiled by an employee 
terminated or laid off. 

California law requires 
the employer pay reason¬ 
able expenses for an 
evaluation of the injured 
worker within 60 days. 

“This means the doc¬ 


tors and lawyers get paid 
even if a claim is unmeri- 
torious. Money freely 
flows to clinics evaluat¬ 
ing ‘injured’ workers,’’ 
Mountjoy stated. 

The system has deteri¬ 
orated to the point where 
those in the unemploy¬ 
ment line are being enticed 
by runners to go to a clinic 
for evaluation. The un¬ 
employed worker is told 
that it will cost nothing, 
and could potentially bring 
a financial gain. 

AB 3704 will stop the 
cozy legal/medical rela¬ 
tionship in which lucra¬ 
tive “referral fees’’ are 
paid for questionable in¬ 
juries. 

“Workers’ Compensa¬ 
tion was established to 
help injured workers, not 
to pad the pockets of those 
who evaluate that work¬ 
er,’’ Mountjoy continued. 

AB 3704 is sponsored 
by the Independent Bus¬ 
iness Coalition Against 
Workers’ Compensation 
Fraud, a growing state¬ 
wide grassroots coalition 
of employers who have 
joined together to reform 
Workers’ Compensation. 
This coalition has threatoi- 
ed a statewide employer 
strike if the Legislature 
does not take action. 

“Those legitimately in¬ 
jured must be taken care 
of. Those that fraud the 
system must be stopped,” 
Mountjoy concluded.

Davenport wins first Santa Anita race

Christine Davenport 
had a great day Saturday, 
Feb. 22. She won her 
first race at Santa Anita 
as a journeyman rider on 
the horse. Fearless Days. 
Gary Spinelli is the trainer 
of the horse. His father, 
Robert, owns part of the 
horse. 

That’s pretty good for 
someone who received her 
jockey license in 1988 
and has just emerged from 
the apprentice jockey 
status. 

Christine first moved 
to Sierra Madre in 1988. 
In 1989 her work necessi¬ 
tated temporary reloca¬ 
tion and then in October 
of 1990, she came back 
to our town, a place she 
likened to “Mayberry,” 
with its kind people and 
warmth. “I came out to 
California for a vacation 


and it changed my life. 
I even broke my engage¬ 
ment!” 

She continued, “Never 
in my wildest dreams did 
I ever think I’d be riding 
races in Southern Califor¬ 
nia.” 

That same confidence 
took Christine to Ohio 
State University, where 
she graduated from an 
Agricultural extension 
where the emphasis was 
placed on Veterinarian 
Science. Even though she 
was a fine student, her 
heart wasn’t in attending 
long years of school. She 
wanted direct phyacal con¬ 
tact with horses. 

After graduation, she 
went through the school’s 
job placement program. 
That led her on the road 
to a Thoroughbred train¬ 
ing center in North Can¬ 
ton, Ohio. There, horses 
were trained, taken for 
“lay-ups,” then run at the 


track in Cleveland. For 
running purposes, they 
would rent a park. Atone 
such park. Thistle Downs, 
Christine first learned 
how to gallop. 

The road to California 
was a long one. There 
were years of work before 
she arrived here in 1988. 
She exercised horses in 
Minnesota and Florida. 
Her friend who was a 
“docker,” someone who 
comes in and times the 
horse on its periodic 
sprint, was also the per¬ 
son who introduced Chris¬ 
tine to Los Angeles. 

The first working stop 
in CalifcHTiia was Pomona, 
where they had young 
horses getting ready to 
run. The exercise riders 
would get $10 to ride in 
the practice races. As an 
exercise rider, Christine 
would mount the horse 
in the morning, and take 
it through its condition¬ 


ing program. That would 
prepare the horse for its 
aft^^rnoon race where the 
jocl^ey would mount it 
and “get all the glory.” 

For her first six months 
of riding, she started at 
Caliente, Mexico. She 
was practically the only 
female in the whole opera¬ 
tion. They only have 
weekend races, so each 
weekend she would make 
the long trek down there. 
She was quite success¬ 
ful, winning nine races. 

It becomes frustrating 
sometimes. ‘It’s hard 
when you walk in and 
because you’re a woman, 
you have an immediate 
strike against you. A man 
who may have only won 
two races has a better 
chance than you do, even 
if you’ve won 30.” 

But the female issue 
isn’t the only obstacle. 
Now that she’s a journey¬ 
man, her weight puts her 


in a class with the “top 
ten,” so being selected is 
tough. 

Love and respect for 
animals began at an early 
age for Christine. The 
oldest of four sisters, 
Christine was allowed to 
have a horse at the age of 
9. But, her mother and 
father were quite specific - 
they insisted that she learn 
how to properly care for 
the animal, be devoted 
to him and accept the re¬ 
sponsibility. The quest 
included being a member 
of the 4-H Club, main¬ 
taining excellent grades 
in school and showing her 
horse in Western Events. 

Also an avid water skier, 
book enthusiast and film- 
goer, Christine sinks her¬ 
self into whatever holds 
her interest. 

Marriage and children 
must remain on the back 


burner for now, although 
she states that won’t be 
forever. She needs to be 
mobile at this time and 
wouldn’t want to let a 
marriage suffer. 

After Santa Anita, she 
moves on almost immedi¬ 
ately to Hollywood Park 
and then Del Mar. “These 
are usually better meets 
for me.” 

Christine turned her 
attention back to Sierra 
Madre. “You walk down 
the street here and people 
are friendly.” She retold 
the story of how she was 
in an accident two years 
ago, broke two pelvic 
bones, and had been hob¬ 
bling around on crutches. 
Well, everyone from the 
Welcome Wagon Lady on 
was thoughtful. 

^xaking of her vocation, 
she concluded, “It’s a 
roller coaster,” she re¬ 
minded me, “but I won’t 
be defeated.”

to provide every resident 
school-age child in Cali- 
fcxnia with a “sdiolarship,” 
of equal value for every 
child in any given grade 
which may be redeemed 
by the child’s parent at 
any public or private 
Scholarship - redeeming 
school. Its stated pur¬ 
pose is to “(I) enable 
parents to determine which 
schools best meet their 
children’s needs; (2) em¬ 
power parents to send 
their children to such 
schools: (3) establish 
academic accountability 
based on national stand¬ 
ards; (4) reduce bureau¬ 
cracy so that more educa¬ 
tional dollars reach the 
classroom; (5) provide 
greater opportunities for 
teachers; and, (6) mobil¬ 
ize the private sector to 
help accommodate our 
burgeoning school-age 
children.” 

According to the paper, 
the initiative raises several 
legal issues which can be 
resolved only in either the 


state or federal court sys¬ 
tems. The paper brings 
up the issues of separation 
of church and state, free¬ 
dom of expression. 

The Supreme Court has 
been divided on the ap¬ 
propriateness of govern¬ 
ment aid - direct or indi¬ 
rect - to sectarian schools, 
says the paper. 

There is a chance that 
several provisions other 
than the specific voucher 
requirements could em¬ 
broil the interpretation 
of California’s proposed 
initiative in the courts, 
opponents feel. 

If enacted the state con¬ 
stitutional initiative be¬ 
comes part of the Califor¬ 
nia constitution and may 
conflict with federal guide¬ 
lines regarding limitations 
of lawsuits and other legal- 
related actions. The ini¬ 
tiative may not be easily 
imi^emented, they charge, 
since it proposes a major 
systemic overhaul of edu¬ 
cation finance mid ddivrry.

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Wistaria Fete takes on new airs

As we approach the Mar. 29 viewing of Sterra 
Madre’s famous Wistaria Vine, we might take a look 
both to the future and to yesteryear to other celebra¬ 
tions of “our” vine. 

Ahead in 1994 lies the Centennial Celebration 
of the vine, which is to be an expanded version of this 
year’s event. While there has been a bit of uncertainty 
over which year the vine was (Wanted, the Wistaria Fete 
Committee has settled on a date, and the City Council 
has proclaimed it to be 1994. The decision was based 
on a letter from Emily Brugman Childs, who said her 
parents, William and Alice Brugman, planted the vine 
in 1894. Brugman and a friend reportedly drove a 
horse and buggy to Monrovia and bought the vine in 
a gallon can for 75 cents. 

Looking backward, we find that celebrations have 
sometimes been held for as long as three weeks, and 
have been sponsored by a variety of local groups. 

Historical clippings from the Sierra Madre News, 
as well as special brochures, give us insight into some 
of the festivities. A large rotogravure edition of April 
1930 touts not only the “worid’s most beautiful bower,” 
but also features nearly 40 handsome photographs 
of many other distinguished homes, churches and public 
buildings in Sierra Madre. 

A colored poster of the wistaria draped over an ar¬ 
bor will be offered as a collector’s item at the 1992 
Wistaria Fete. The poster is a reproduction of one 
thought to be circa 1930, when the viewing ran from 
Mar. 19 to Apr. 12. It suggests that visitors mav “in¬ 


quire of the Pacific Electric agent” for directions to 
Sierra Madre, and adds that luncheons and teas are 
served on the grounds. Other rarely published photos 
are slated for a series of posters continuing in 1993 
and 1994. 

A 1966 edition of The News states that the first 
formal public showing of the vine was held half a cen¬ 
tury before, three years after the property was pur¬ 
chased by Mr. and Mrs. H.T. Fennel. So popular was 
the event that by 1918 the “crowd of visitors became 
too much for the Fennels to handle,” according to the 
article, and the Sierra Madre Chapter of the American 
Red Cross sponsored the viewing. 


Through the decades, other groups sponsoring 
the wistaria festivities have included the Woman’s 
Club, Volunteer Firemen, Masonic Lodge, Easter 
Star and Board of Trade, the newspaper article says. 

Most recently, the Wistaria Fete Committee is 
the central coordinating body. The Sierra Madre Beau¬ 
tification Committee is responsible for activities at 
the vine, with the help of other groups, notably Civic 
Qub members serving as docents. Handling arrange¬ 
ments for downtown participation, for shuttle trans¬ 
portation and for tickets is the Promotion Council 
of the Main Street Chamber of Commerce. Numerous 
service clubs and groups will have booths offering 
crafts, food and souvenirs. 

Persons wishing to reserve tickets for shuttle rides 
from downtown to the vine, or for more information,

“Dark of the Moon,” 
now at the Monrovia 
Center Theater, is a play 
that depends almost en¬ 
tirely on atmosphere. 
While plays about or¬ 
dinary people doing or¬ 
dinary things can have a 
lot of leeway, fantasies, 
oddly enough, demand 
reality as a touchstone. 
Ihc audience must 
beiieve completely in the 
parts they can relate to 
so that the fanciful bits 
can be believed also. 

In “Dark of the 
Moon,” laid in the 
Smokey Mountains, a 
witch boy falls in love 
with Barbara Allen, a 
human girl. (The play is 
always presented as bas¬ 
ed on the ballad “Bar¬ 
bara Allen,’’ but 
nowhere in folk song 
does “Barbara Allen” 
have the words sung in 
the play. Not that it mat¬ 
ters.) The boy is 
transformed into human 
by a conjure man and 
told that he can become 
permanently human if 
Barbara is faithful to 
him for a year, but he 
finds living as a human 


being more difficult than 
he expected. 

The play opens on the 
witches and the conjure 
man and woman, which 
means that the audience 
must believe immediate¬ 
ly in these fantasy 
figures. It’s a problem 
that takes all the magic 
and imagination the 
director can muster, and 
anything that breaks the 
illusion makes it that 
much harder. Even 
something like a heavy- 
footed landing on a 
hollow platform can re¬ 
mind the audience that 
the mountain is only pre¬ 
tend. 

The villagers are 
easier, especially when 
they sing, but when the 
man who is scornfully 
teaching the witch boy 
how to chop wood can’t 
do it himself, there goes 
your suspension of 
disbelief. 

The play depends on 
intensity of emotion and 
a community frenzy for 
its climax and this can 
only be achieved by tight 
ensemble playing. Any 
staggering on lines or 


awkwardness of timing 
and everything falls with 
a dull thud. 

The Monrovia cast has 
not achieved an ensem¬ 
ble as yet. A lot of in¬ 
dividual effort does not 
add up to a feeling of 
comfortable authenticity 
in the little mountain 
community. There was a 
feeling of being under¬ 
rehearsed on opening 
night, so perhaps it will 
come. 

Christopher Costa 
does a fine emotional job 
as the witch boy. It is not 
his fault that he does 
not have the physical 
presence spoken about in 
the play. Nora Lee 
Nichols makes a sweet¬ 
voiced and country- 
pretty Barbara, and Wil¬ 
ly Stanphill has all the 


moves as a hell-fire 
preacher. Some of the 
citizens of Buck Creek 
catch the spirit - Jan 
McGowan and Patrick 
O’Brian, for instance, 
and Esty Sweet and Kelie 
Miley do their seductive 
witch act with abandon. 

It’s a big cast and 
director Nick Adams has 
taken on a big job in 
establishing and main¬ 
taining the balance and 
tension necessary. 

“Dark of the Moon” 
plays on Friday and 
Saturday evenings

E. Lemon in Monrovia.

The 
manager is a worldly- 
wise Frenchwoman, the 
singer is a runaway from 
Arkansas, there is a 
sleazy English lawyer, an 
exotic voo-doo priestess, 
a smuggler with a made- 
over face, and three 
other characters who 
look remarkably similar. 
Then there is Rick, the 
narrator, who carries on 
in the Sam Spade tradi¬ 
tion. He has come to the 
island to find the 
runaway, and stays to 
solve the mysterious 
murder of the cafe’s 
owner. And then there 
is the clientele at the 
cafe, happily played by 
the paying guests. The 
complicated plot unfolds 
dramatically around 
them. The characters do 
much of the serving and 
take the opportunity to 
introduce themsleves and 
comment on the goings 
on. Towards the end 


there is an opportunity 
to find out if you can 
solve the mystery 
yourself. It is my guess 
that the ending may vary 
from night to night (as 
does the dinner menu) 
since everybody in the 
play has motives for the 
murder. 

As a light hearted 
spoof of the genre, the 
show comes off quite 
well, and the action 
moves around the room, 
giving everybody a “best 
seat” at some time or 
other. 

Carla Jones makes a 
most convincing Mad- 
darn Tourea from the 
moment she greets you, 
Paul Chambers makes 
the Lawyer offensively 
charming, and Marc 
Weishous as Rick keeps 
the story moving.

A recent bout with food 
poisoning reminded me 
of how we often take our 
health for granted. So 
many people put things 
into their bodies that ought 
not be there. If you or I 
owned a high-perform¬ 
ance automobile, we 
would insist on using 
premium fuel, wouldn’t 
we? And yet, we do not 
always have such a high 
standard for God’s crea¬ 
tion. 

While I was sick, I 
thought 1 would die, and 
that was bad. Then I 
thought that I probably 
wouldn’t die, and that 
was worse. After the crisis 
had mercifully passed, I 
ran a nice little tempera¬ 
ture of two degrees above 
normal. My immune 
sy.stem had kicked in, just 
as it is supposed to, to 
repel the biotic invader. 

How difficult it must 
be for those without a 
healthy immune system, 
especially HIV sufferers! 
How they deserve our 
prayerful support. How 
inappropriate it is to be 
concerned about the cir¬ 
cumstances of another 
person’s infection. We 
are all aware that smok¬ 
ing is linked with cancer, 
but if a member of my 
flock were to contract can¬ 
cer, I would be no pastor 
if 1 asked, “How did you 
get it? Do you smoke?”

are off to a good start 
for this year. Rain during 
the last week of our bill¬ 
ing cycle made little differ¬ 
ence in our consumption 
for the cycle. Daily dili¬ 
gence in how we use water 
made the difference. The 
same kind of daily diligence 
is how 52 percent of my 
fellow residents have con¬ 
sistently met their alloca¬ 
tions and them some and 
how all of us in that group 
have managed to achieve 
a 28 percent water savings 
for the entire community. 

Daily diligence in my 
household has meant things 
like buckets in every bath¬

California’s highest pri¬ 
ority from the White House 
Conference on Library 
and Information Services, 
which took place in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. in July, 
have just been announced, 
reports Bea Chute of 
Arcadia, a Library Sup¬ 
porter Delegate, who trav¬ 
eled to Sacramento to dis¬ 
cuss the delegation’s re¬ 
sponse to the 95 policy 
recommendations and six 
petitions which were ap¬ 
proved by the conference. 

Create a New Genera¬ 
tion of Libraries, was ap¬ 
proved and will be part 
of the national agenda as 
presented to President 
George Bush and Con¬ 
gress. This petition would 
assist libraries in meeting 
the needs of a multicul¬ 
tural, multilingual society 
and recognize and em¬ 
brace an appreciation of 
cultural diversity, ex¬ 
plains Chute. 

The Omnibus Children 
and Youth Literacy In¬ 
itiative, which was the 
recommendation of the 



conference and supported 
with a high priority by 
the California delegation, 
is a four-pronged initia¬ 
tive which would invigorate 
library and information 
services for student learn¬ 
ing and literacy. The four 
aspects are School Li¬ 
brary Services, Public Li¬ 
brary Children’s Services, 
Public Library Young 
Adult Services, and Part¬ 
nership with Libraries 
for Youth. 

The need for these ser¬ 
vices is indicated in a study 
conducted in 1985-86 by 
the California State De¬ 
partment of Education, 
which found that an average 
of $4.76 was spent an¬ 
nually per pupil for books 
in California, which is 24 
percent below the national 
average of $6.24; that of 
all the 50 states, Califor¬ 
nia is the lowest in percent 
of school libraries operat¬ 
ing with certificated li¬ 
brary staff; and that Cal¬ 
ifornia school libraries
